HAVANA, April 1.—An interesting relic 


of the Spanish administration In Cuba has 
been removed from the Presidio la Ha- 
bana, or General Penitentiary-

the old garrote which was used to execute 
condemned criminals. It will probably be 
taken to the Governor-General's palace, 
and there, along with other articles of 
historical character, kept In a wing of the 
building for the information of future gon 
erations. 


In structure it Is simple and almost com- 


monplace. It is an iron pillar firmly fixed 
in a wooden platform. This latter Is about 
ten fe'et square and six feet from tho 
ground.

Two feet above this is an Iron 
collar, which is closed by a screw running 
through the column and tightened by a 
bar similar to that of a modern copying 
press.

heaviest creditor of the. 


Dreyfus Brothers and was frequently in 
their store. 
Kendig was another fre- 


nuent visitor at the Dreyfus store. 
He 


is said to have been particularly active 
in the store just before tho closing. 


Merchants here who were victimized 


talk freely of the close connection 
of 


Dreyfus & Bros, and Jacobs and Kendig. 


According to the statements of the real 


estate dealers o£ this city there is to be

E. G. VINZENT of tha W. J. Dingee 


Company—Business has been extremely 
ively during the last ten days, especially 
n our sales department, We have had 
to employ two extra salesmen. They are 
F. 
C. Watson and R. A. Jackson. We 


have also had much business through our 
office in San Francisco. The market is 
taking a turn toward the purchasing of 
small homes and' farming land. This is 
a very good indication. It means that 
the people with small means are ready 
for investment and that confidence has 
been fully restored. I have never seen 
anything like the rush oC business that 
has benn done in the last few days. There 
has been no comparison to it in the last 
three or four years. Not only have the 
small sales been numerous, but many 
large deals have been undertaken. We 
have several large deals on hand now 
which will probably be consumated In a. 
short time. We do not make It a prac- 
tice to make transactions public because 
the owners sometimes object and some- 
times tho purchasers- object. The rain 
came just at the right time. It looks to 
me as if wo ought to have the best busi- 
ness this year that has been had for five 
or six years. The good old times aro in 
a fair way to be recalled. We are doing 
twice the business we did before the re- 
cent rains and it is getting better all the 
time.
